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deſir d by one Mrs. Cilbery, to go down to my Lady Oglet horpe's to 
help ſowing of Linen, and flouriſhing Neckcloths, as drawing of 
Cotten-ſtripes, or ſuch like; for there was ſeveral dozens of Shirts 
and other Linen, to make in haſte, for one of their Sons was go- 


1 is ſeven Years ago, laſt Chriſtmas, ſince I Frances Shaftoe was 


ing beyond Sea; and a little before the time appointed that I had 


romiſed to go down, the Thurſday before Chriſtmas, 1699. Mrs. Cil- 

ery gave meaa Letter from Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe to deſire me to 

o down to his Country-Houſe ſooner than the time appointed, 
of ſome of his Wife's Friends was a going down to keep their 
Chriſtmas with his Wife; then according to the Letter, the Saturday 
following, I went to the Strand, and took Coach for Godlyman, near 
Guilford, A little way up the Strand came into the Coach Sir Theo- 
philus Oglethorpe and two young Gentlewomen, who look'd to be 
about Eighteen or nineteen Years of Age, as, and as they ſaid after, 
they were that Age, but the ſaid two young Gentlewomen were 
unknown to me who they were, or from whence they came, but they 


were treated at my Lady Oglethorpe's as her Friends, for ſome . 


Months. The ſowing Work being in haſte, they helped us: They 
were very ſecret, and did not appear 1n any Company : They made 
their own Bed, and ſwept their Chamber, and waited one on ano- 


ther; but when it was known that they were the Daughters of Sir 


Theophilus Oglethorpe to this Lady, then it was ſaid they were come 
from a French-boarding-School in Yorkshire, it muſt not be ſaid that 
Ann Henrietta Oglethorpe, and her Siſter Eleanor Oglethorpe had been in 
France eleven Years, and bred Roman Catholicks by Queen Mam, 
and that their Father and Mother did often go to France diſguisd, 
and came back to England again; and how the ſaid Ann and Eleanor 
Oglethorpe went by the Name of Ann and Eleanor Bartley. in France, 
and they came ſecretly over by long-Sea, in the time 4 Peace, and 
they were hid at Mr. Cray's, a Wine-Merchant, in Swan-alley in Turog- 
morton-ſtreet, as they themſelves told me Frances Shaſtoe ſome Months 
after; and that their Father, when the Parliament was done, he 
carried them down with him to his Houſe, as Friends, to paſs Cbriſt= 
mas with his Lady; but before I left their Houle, the ſaid Ann and 
Fleauor Ozlethorpe was very familiar with me. I was about eleven 
Months at their Houſe, but ſome Months before J left their Houſe, 
their Father and Mother was in great Joy for the Duke of Gloceſter's 
Death. Some few days after the Duke's Death, I heard and. ſaw 
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many things of what great Joy they were all in for the Duke's 
Death, and that the King of France's Grandſon was going to be 
King of Spain, all this made them think that the King of Fance 


would- bring in again King Fames, by force, with. a Sword in his 


Hand, if the Parliament would not bring in King James to England 
by Conſent. Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe laughed, and ſaid, He was al- 
ways the laſt that gave his Vote againſt King James in any thing, 
. but if the Parliament would be for bringing in again King Fames, 
he would be the firſt Man that ſhould give his Vote to bring the 


King in again. My Lady Oglethorpe laughed, and ſaid, She had be- 


haved her ſelf ſo well, that ſhe had as many Friends at the Court of 


the Prince of Orange, as at the Court of St. Germaius, for all ſhe 
had done for King James; let Times go how it would, ſhe could 
always make Friends. Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe ſaid, ſecretly to 
me, Do you not ſee what a witty Woman my Lady is? ſhe can make 
Friends at all Courts. About half an Hour after, when they were 
talking of Princeſs Ann, my Lady Ozlethorpe laughed, agd ſaid, The 
Duke of Gloceſter was but a poor ſoft Child, and had no Wit; for 


one time when he could not make Verſes in Latin, Princeſs Ann took 


the Duke of Gloceſter and treated him ſo hard, that ever ſince the 
Child laid it to Heart, for Princeſs Ann would have the Duke to have 
Wit, but the poor Child had it not in him ; but the Dear Prince of 


Wales had a great deal of Wit, for when he was very little, there, 


was a Preſent made him of a thing like a Houſe, of Silver and Gold, 


he asked what it was? ſome ſaid it was a Church, he ſaid, The Devil 


rake the Church, for it had coſt him three Crowns. I write naturally as I 
heard her ſpeak : It would be too tedious to write all I heard and ſaw 
the eleven Months I ſtay'd at their Houſe : They all ſpoke a great 


deal of Treaſon. At that time there was ſeveral Friends came to 


their Houſe, among others, came one Madam Mackdane! lately 
come from France, with her eldeſt and youngeſt Sons; the ſaid Ma- 
dam Mackdanel went by the Name of Mrs. Butler: She pretended 


ſhe came from Ireland, and ſhe called her eldeſt Son her Nephew, and 


her youngeſt Son Fohn Butler: He was but little. She called her 
Husband Sir Randal Mackdanel. Her Brother he is at St. Germains with 


Queen Mary. She ſaid ſhe had brought up her Nephew, Mr. Mack 


danel, a good Proteſtant, he had not been at France with his Father, 


: as ſhe pretended ; then ſhe deſired Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe, her Cou- 
fin, to ſpeak to the Parliament to help her Nephew to an Eſtate that 


was near him, after the Death of a Friend that was Sickly. Sir Theo- 
philus Oglethorpe was a helping her Nephew to the ſaid Eſtate, as Anz 


_ Oglethorpe told me, for I never knew them, nor any of their Family, 
till Mrs. Cilbery defir'd me to go to their Houſe, to help ſowing of 
Linnen. x 6d i 
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Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe was in ſuch great Joy for the Dake of 
Gloeeſter's death, and hoping King James would come into England 
again, they ſoon took me into a Chamber and ſhewed me, a little Pi- 
cture and fine Tapeſtry Hangings, and ſaid, their Mother had had 
finer than theſe when ſhe lived in a Houſe near the Park, over againſt 
White-hall, where her Siſter Mary was Born ; ſhe was a Twin, as Ann 
Oglethorpe ſaid, but that Houſe was taken from her Mother when 
the Prince of Orange came to the Crown, and Princeſs Ann had got 
all her Mothers fine Tapeſtry Hangings. Ann Oglethorpe told me, 


that the firſt pretended Prince of Walas died of Convulſion Fits at 


the Age of five or ſix Weeks old, but her Mother had a little Son 
ſome Days older than the Prince of Wales, and her Mother took her 
little Brother James, all in haſt, and went to London with him, for 
ſhe had been at her Country-Houſe, but her little Brother was Sick, 
the Prince and he was both ſick together, and her little Brother died, 
or was loſt, but that was a Secret betwixt her Mother and Queen 
Mary, as Ann Oglethorpe told me Frances Shaftoe, when ſhe was in 
great Joy for the Duke of Gloceſter's Death. She ſaid at firſt, when- 
King James came to the Crown, Queen Mary did not love her Mo- 


ther, but her Mother being a witty Woman, ſoon get into Favour» - - Y 


with her Majeſty ; but about ſeven Months after, her little Brother, 
games Oglethorpe, had been made ſecond Prince of Wales, then thge 
Prince of Orange came to England, and that ſpoil'd the riſe of all 
their Fortunes; for her Father was to a been made a Brigadier, 


and ſo riſe little and little, if King ꝓames had not left England; 


but her Mother being Witty, ſhe pretended to be a Proteſtant, when- 
the Prince of Orange came to the Crown, ſhe whined upon the Coun- 


try-men's Wives with many whining ways, to get the Women to get 


their Husbands to give their Votes for Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe to be 
a Member of Parliament, which they did, as Ann and Eleanor Ogle- 
thorpe told me; and that when Queen Mary left White-hall, ſhe gave 
their Mother all her Diamonds to keep till her Majeſty returned 
to England again, if not, they were all to be their Mother's. Then 
a little time after, Madam Oglethorpe, their Mother, took her two. 
Daughters, Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe, and changed their Names. 
for Ann and Eteanor Bartley, and ſent them both to France along 
with one Captain Booth, and there they ſtay'd about eleven Years 
in France, as the ſaid Ann and Eleanor told me, at their Father's - 
Houſe at Godlymar, near Guilſord, when J was eleven Months there. 
Ann Oglethorpe ſaid,, That about three Years after the beginning of 
the firſt Wars, when her Mother ſaw that Queen Mary did not 
come back to England again, to ſhew her good Heart for her Ma- 
jeſty, her Mother took the Diamonds and dreſs'd her ſelf all in 
Rags, like. an old Doctor Woman, with a little Basket and a * 
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hood, and ſold Powder for Worms for Children, and Plaiſters for 


Corns, Powder for Teeth, and ſo ſhe paſs'd ſafe to France to Queen | J 


Mary, and there took the Sacrament to-pleaſe Queen Mary, and her 
Mother came back to England again ſafe, without being known, as 
her Daughter Ann told me: And a little while after her Father 
went to France, diſguis'd, after the Parliament had done ſitting, 
when there was a Noiſe in England about ſome Letters that were 


found out; her Father went ſtrait to Verſailles, for he was afraid to 


be known at the Court of St. Germains; and King James and Queen 
Mary met Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe at the Court of Verſailles; then he 
came ſafe back to England without ever being kuown : And much 
more than all this Ann and Eleanor told me, which is too tedious to 
write. + 
But when the firſt Wars was done, as Aun Oglethorpe told me, they 
had a Nurſe call d Middlecaſe, their dry Nurſe, who often threatned 
their Mother, That if ſhe would not ſend to France, and fetch home 
her two Daughters Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe, ſhe would tell all and 


follow her to the Gallows. Then the ſaid Nurſe put*a Letter into 


the Parliament-Houſe, That Sir Theophilus Og let horpe had two Daugh- 
ters bred Roman Catholicks in France; but the ſaid Letter fell into 
Friends Hands, and was given back to their Father. Then about 
the middle of the time of Peace laſt, the Lady Oglethorpe ſent ſecret- 
ly to France to fetch home in great haſte her two Daughters: The 
Taid Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe came about by long Sea, for they were 
afraid to come by Calais, their Father being a Member of Parliament, 
it muſt not be ſaid he had two Daughters bred Roman Catholicks. 
Then they were hid ſome days at Mr. Cray's Houſe, a Wine-Mer- 
chant, in Swan-alley in Throgmerton-ſtreet ; the ſaid Mr. Cray's firſt 
Wife was their Mother's Siſter. Then when the Parliament had 
done fitting, they went down as Friends to ſee their Mother, and 
keep their Chriſt mas there, as I Frances Shaftoe have ſet forth in the 
beginning of this Paper; for I never knew any of their Family, till 
that day I took Coach in the Strand about ſeven Years ago, to go 
down to their Mother's to help ſowing of Linen. I never had ſeen 
their Mother but as Mrs. Cilbery deſir'd me to go, and ſhe knew the 
Lady Oglethorpe would pay me for my work. According to her de- 
fire Il weat down to Godlyman, to the Lady Oglethorpe's; that was 
the firſt and laſt time I ever was at their Houſe, but that eleven 
Months in all, I have witneſs of it: But before I came away, a little 
time after the Duke's Death, after I had heard and ſeen their great 
joy for his Death; An and Eleanor Oglethorpe came into a Chamber 
where I wasa ſowing ; they brought two French Gazettes, come from 
Holland, in with them. Ann ſaid to me, The King of France's Grand- 
fon was going to be King of Spain, and rhe Hollanders had agknow- 
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| ledg'd him King of Spain : Aun look d at her Siſter Els aror, and ſaid, 


What could Princeſs Ann ſay now for her ſelf? For now ſhe hop'd 


King Fames and Queen Mary would be ſoon in England. Ann told - 


me, There was a Lady playing once with the Princeſs Ann, and the 
Lady faid to the Princeſs,She didn't think it would have been thus be- 
tween her Highneſs and Queen Mary; but the Princeſs anſwerd, It 


| was too late: Ann Oglethorpe look'd and laugh'd at her Siſter Eleanor, 


and ſaid, She believ'd it was too late now; for ſhe hop'd Queen Aa- 
ry would be ſoon in England again, and then ſhe hop'd to make Prin- 
ceſs Ann give her Mother back again all her fine Tapeſtry Hangings; 
and that when King Fames came in he muſt keep the Engliſh under, 
for they were a ſtiff-necked People, always rebelling againſt their 
King; King ꝓames muſt keep them under, as the King of France does 
his People, and he muſt root up all the bitter Roots call'd his Ene- 
mies in England: And fo ſaid her Father and Mother, when they 
were rejoycing ſecretly. Their Mother ſaid, She was ſorry that her- 
two Daughters, Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe had not ſtaid in France till 
Queen Mary come into England, then they had come in Maids of 
Honour to her Majeſty. But Aun and Eleanor ſaid to me, It was not 
their Father nor Mother's Fault that brought them into England, but: 
their Nurſe Middlecaſes Fault, that always threatned their Mother, 


for ſhe was afraid they would be made Nuns. Aun ſaid, Their Nurſe

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MMiddlecaſe lov'd their Family too well to hurt them, but it was her 


tenderneſs for them. Ann ſaid, That Queen Mary deſignd to have 
made them a Preſent, if their Mother had not taken them ſo haſtily 

and ſecretly out of France; for ſince they were come over, Queen 
Mary had writ to their Mother with her Majeſty's own Hand ; ſome 
of the Contents of the Letter was this. Madam, I am not pleas d with 


you for taking your Children ſo haſtily away; I did not think, to have ſent em 
Jo. Ann Oglethorpe promis d me to let me ſee this Letter.fome time, if

ſhe could get it, for ſhe knew where her Mother had put it. I asK'd+ | 
her what her firſt little Brother Famess Nurſe ſaid when he was 


| loſt, that her Mother had been by the way at Windſor, when ſhe 
came to London with her little Son in haſte. Anz anſwer'd me,

That her Mother being a cunning Woman, often quarrelld with 
her Nurſes, and took away her Children, and ſent them to other 
Nurſes, dead or living, to be Nurſed, or to be Buried. Sometimes 
ſhe ſpoke as if the firſt Pretended Prince of Wales died at Windſor, 


and ſhe ſpoke other times as if her little Brother was loſt by the way,

him out, then Ann Oglethorpe came our of the Cloſet, as ſhe told me 
Frances Shaftoe. Ann and Eleanor were always together, but Am 
ſpoke moſt to me. Ann ſaid to her Siſter, That her Mother had 
ſeen the day, when ſhe could pull Lords down and ſet up Lords; 
and ſhe hop'd her time would come as well as her Mothers. Azz 
_ * Oglethorpe askK'd me why I was ſo ſad hearted ? J ſaid, I had receiv d 
.a Letter from my Mother, that my Siſter Mary could not live, the 
Doctors had given her over, and I was afraid ſhe was dead; but at 
laſt my tender Mother's Letter commanded me to take Coach for 
London, in order to go from thence to her at Newcaſtle, Then Ann 
and Eleanor Oglethorpe ſeem'd much to be troubled, and the Night 


before 1 left their Houſe, Ann Oglethorpe was very much troubled ; 4 


we were along time together: She told me, O how much ſhe would 


do for me if ever it was in her Power: She ſaid, her Father loved 


Sir Jobn Fenwicke, my Relation, that made her love me ſo dearly. 
Then the Lady Oglethorpe was very kind to me; I had much ado to 
get away, but I was to go home to my dear Mother; I had been 
about eleven Months at the Lady Oglethorpe's, ſhe gave me four Gui- 
nea's when I came away, for if ſhe had not given me nothing, I could 


not have commanded any thing, I had made no Bargain, but as 


Mrs. Cilbery told me the Lady Oglethorpe would requite me after the 


ſowing work was done. Lalways behav'd my ſelf meek and humble, | 


and ready'to help any of the Servants to make the Beds, or take 
care of the little Boy that was about five Years old, when his Maid 


Mary Caſon was buſie in the Gardens helping; ſhe was a Countrey ; 
Maid, or when ſhe was ſtilling, or helping in any thing; ſometimes :: 
when the ſowing work was in haſt, her Siſter Mary look'd after the 


little Boy, he being five Years old; Ann and Eleanor dreſs d their 
two youngeſt Siſters, and made their Bed and ſwept their Chamber 
often, 

There was one Mrs. Eadds, their Houſe-keeper, took Coach with 


me for Londons the Lady Oglethorpe treated always her for to ſtay, | 


but ſhe would not, for ſhe did not like their ways, ſhe was glad to 
get handſomely away. Some time after I was come to London, 1 
faid to this Mrs. Eadds, that I could never forget all I had heard 
and ſeen when I was at the Lady Oglethorpe's Houſe ; and what Arm: 
-and Eleanor had told me, when they and their Father and Mother 
were in the great ſecret joy for the Duke of Gloceſter's Death ; they 
ſeem'd at firſt to be ſorry, but ſome days after they were in great 
joy: I being Sir John Fenwicke's Friend, made Aun Ogtethorpe tell me

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what ſhe repented after. Sometimes I ſaid to this Mrs. Eadldt, 1 
would go to a Jultice of Peace, and tell all: But at laſt I confider'd 


the Papiſts had always great Power in England, and that Sir Theoph:- 


lus Ogierhorpe had great Friends; for when the Nurſe Midalecaſe pur 
the Letter in the Parliament Houſe, he had Friends, and turn'd it off 
and I being a poor fatherleſs Girl, I might bring my ſelf in danger ot” 
being kill'd or poiſon'd with Papiſts; for An and her Father would 


find Friends, and turn it off; for ſhe often ſaid, her Father and Mo- 


ther had always great Friends at all Courts. She told me, That one 
day King Milliam was hunting near their Houſe, and her Father and 
Mother opened the Gates, but the King would not go in, but went 
to one Captain Bridger's in the fame Town: and truly her Father and 
Mother laughed, and ſaid, They did not care much for the Viſit of the 
Prince of Orange. All this made me afraid to go to tell any body, 
for ſhe often ſaid, The Prince of Orange could not hinder her Fathe: 
from being a Member of Parliament, for the Countrymen till voted 
tor her Father. | f 
Then, almoſt three Months after I left their Houſe, there came two 
Women to me with a Letter, to bid me go to the Strand, to Mrs. Pope 's, 
to Ann Oglethorpe, for ſhe had a Letter for me from my Mother. 1 
went, and found her fick of a Cold, her Face was ſwell'd. I askt her 
why ſhe had kept my Mother's Letter, fo long as fince the day after! 
had left their Houſe, for my Mother had given me a Cbmmiſhon in 
the Letter, and had writ to me to know if I had done it. Ann Op/e- 
thorpe ſaid, ſhe thought to have come ſooner to London, or elſe ſhe 
had ſent it to me. She ſaid, ſhe and her Siſter were going to France, 
and askt me if I would nor go with them for two Months, and ſhe 
would put me to learn French? But I faid, I had been eleven Months 
at their Houſe, and had not learnt any, She ſaid, It was not the 
ſame, one could ſooner learn in France. I ſaid, no, I muſt go home 
to my tender afflicted Mother, ſhe could not live without me, for 
ſhe had hid my Sifter Mary's Death from me for ſome Months, or 
I had been with her: But A 02/c:tborpe importun'd me ſo much, 
that I told her I could not, nor would not go Then ſhe ſmil'd, and 
faid, ſhe did not go, but it may be her Siſter Eleanor would go. She 
made me a Preſent of a Hood and a Fan; her Father and Mother werg 


there, who ſpoke Kindly to me, and dehred me to ſtay a little with 
their Daughter, ſhe being fick, and they were both going abroad, 


Sir Theophilus and his Lady. I ſtaid a little with Au Og/etborpe, and 


then took my leave of her. and never heard nor ſee her, nor any of th 


Family, till four Months after, which was in all ſeven Months after!

Ann and Eleanor dreſs'd themſelves 
in Women's Cloaths, tor they had all their Cloaths with them; the 
ſeemed to be much troubled. They deſired me to buy them a Trun

10 go to Leiceſter-Fields, but the Gentlewoman they wanted, that was 


lately come from France, had chang'd her Lodgings, or was gone into 
the Country. The Coach brought them back ro my Lodgings again. 
paid three Shillings for Coach-hire. They deſired me to goto 
Ihragmorton- Street, to deſire their Unkle Cay to come to ſpeak to 
them; but ir being on a Hh ſon-Monday, he was not at home. Then 
they ſeem'd very much to be troubled, and I had a great mind to be 
delivered of them, but I was reſolved to be civil to them. - Then they 


defired me to go to Greenwich, to tell Eliz.Eadds, who had been their 


Houſe-keeper, to come to them: But I found her not there, but at 
Rotherbith. Then ſhe came to my Lodging, and carry'd the ſaid Ann 


and Eleanor over to Rotherhith with her. My Landlady ask'd me, why 
I had left them alone all Night in my Chamber, ſhe knew them not, 
but ſhe believ'd I was a modeſt Girl, but it did not look well to fee + 
Women come dreſt in Mens Cloaths to me, but it might be Tricks of 
Youth in Holiday time. She ſaid, they would have gone away at 


three o th Clock in the Morning, and have taken my Box of Cloaths 
with them, but ſhe would not let them. I faid, I had bought their 
Trunk too little, and they had put two Suits of Cloaths in mine, a 
blue and a yellow Damask. Then I took one Ez, Hedley with me, 
ſhe had help'd me to buy their Trunk, and ſaw them when they were 
dreſſing themſelves again in Womens Cloarhs. This Mrs. Hedley 
went with me over to Rot herhith two days after, to fee the two Og/e- 
thorps, and ask them the Money I had laid out for them, in buy ing 
a Trunk, Coach-bire, Gloves, Pins, Powder, and ſeveral other Ne- 
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ceſſaries; but Ann and Eleanor began again their importuning me to 


go to France with them, for they would net ſtay long there, or it 
they did, they would fend me back when I would: Oh! how much 
it would be for my Adyantage to go and learn French and ſee the 
Faſhions, and what a great Preſent they would make me when I came 


home to England again. Burl ſaid, I could not leave my tender Mo- 


ther, ſhe was coming to London in a little time, I muſt go home with 
her; befides, there was none but Papiſts in Fance, and I would ne- 
ver be a Papiſt if they were; then Anz and Eleanor {wore upon their 
Salvation, that neither Prieſt, nor any body elſe, ſhould never come 
to ſpeak to me of Religion, nor trouble me about my Religion ; 
they ſwore this and much more in Preſence of Mrs. Ezdds and Mrs. 
Hedley, which would be too tedious to write; notwithſtanding I po- 
fitively refus'd to go with them to France, Then Ann Oglethorpe ask'd 
me but to ſee them to Deal or Dover, it would be Satisfaction to them, 
which 1 conſented to. Then they borrow'd a little Money of Mrs. 
Eadds and Mrs. Hedley, and gave them Bills for to receive the ſame 
of their Father. They ſaid, they were to receive a Bill of Money 


at Calais, for they had laid out moſt of their Money in buying things 


to carry to France. 

It was about eight or nine days before they ſet forward for Deal, 
the laſt Words Ann Oglethorpe ſaid at parting to my Friend Mrs. Hed- 
ley was, That I ſhould go no further than Deal. l forbid Mrs. Hed. 
ley to write to my Mother, for I would be back in two or three days 
time: But when we arriv'd at Deal, the Wind being fair, Ann and 
Eleanor Oglethorpe, with their Tears and flattering Tongues, begg'd 
of me bur to go to Calais with them, and there they would pay me 
my Money they had borrow'd of me, and Mrs. Eadds, and Mrs. Hed- 
ley, which was about nine Pounds and fourteen or fifteen Shillings : 
Befides, Ann Oglethorpe ſwore; That ſhe would ſend me back again 
by the ſame Boat that carry'd us over; there was no danger in peace- 
able times. | 

Then we took Boat for Calais; we were not four Hours at Sea; 
and when we arriv'd at Caluis, Ann Oglethorpe went to the Cuſtom- 
Houſe for her Trunks; and when th: came back again, ſhe told me, 


ſhe could not get a Paſs: for me, and J could not go back to Engiand 


till Il went. to Paris, and that no Paſs was to be had but at Paris. 
Then I wept and foreſaw my Miſery, for ſhe had been before the 
Governour of Calais, and the Breaktaſted the next day with his La- 
dy, as ſhe ſaid ; but all my Eyes was ſwell'd with crying: I faw how 
I was trepann'd into France. We were in a French Houſe, but I 
could not underſtand one Word of French ; there were many Gentle- 
men that came to ſee them. Arn Oglethorpe told me ſhe could not 
help it, but {he was ſure to get = a Paſs at Paris, and that it = 
NE 2 ; ut 
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but two days Journey in the Coach, but I found fix days between Ca- 
lais and Paris, and to ſhew me the Treaſury of St. Dinens Church by 
the way, where Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe kneel'd down to their 
Devotion: Ann pull'd me by the Petticoat, and bid me kneel down, 
but I would not. When we came our, I askt her what ſhe meant, 
would ſhe force me to be a Papiſt? She ſaid, no; but if 1 did not pre- 
tend to be one, ſhe was afraid that the King of France's Exempt would 
take me up. I ſaid, ſhe told me that the French did not meddle with 
the Eng liſhb about their Religion. J 

Then we arrived at Paris, and their Couſin, Sir Randal Mackdonel, 


came to meet them. Then Ann Og/etborpe ſhewed me 17 Piſtoles, 
and faid, all was ready for my going back, but we muſt go to St. Ger-. 


mains tor my Paſs, for it could not be had at Perris. The next day, 

Ann and Elrcanor went to ſee King Fames and Queen Mary; their 
Couſin Mackdonel carried them. Ann ſaid ro me, ſhe would ask her 
Majeſty for a Paſs for me to go to Exgland : But when the came back, 


ſhe ſaid there muſt be time for it, tor the King of Frexce muſt fig 


it, and he did but fign the Paſſes ſuch a day in the Month. Then 
after we had been three days at St. Germains, Ann told me, my 
- Paſs was making ready; and Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe put me in- 
to a Coach with them, and inſtead of a Paſs, they carried me to a 
French Nunnery near St. Clue, fix Miles from St. Germarns, and a- 
bout five from Paris; their Couſin Mackdonel, and Mr. William Dela- 


val, my pretended Friend and Couſin, rid on Horſeback to conduct 


us there. 


I always continued asking a Paſs, but at laſt Ann and Eleanor came 
to my Chamber, where I was fick with Grief, Ann ſaid to me, 
ihe could nor get me a Paſs till I had heard what the Prieſts had to 
. tay to me; then her Conſcience would be clear'd, and ſhe would 

get me a Paſs. But I call'd her Judas, and bid her remember the 
Oaths the ſwore in England, that no Prieſt ſhould come to ſpeak to 
me about Religion. She ſaid, when ſhe promiſed me that, ſhe did 
not know all the Laws of her Religion, and her Conſcience was 
charged with my Soul: but it I would tear the Prieſts a little, for 
they forced no body. Then I was worry'd with an Ezgliſß and an 
Iriſh Prieſt; one Prieft More, that came twice a Week from Paris 
to me; and one Prieſt Conel, that came to me twice a Week from 
St. Ger mains; and ſometimes an Eng/;/h Prieſt. O how Complaifant 


the Piictts were at fiſt? Every Viſit they made me was to be the laſt; 


let us but ſpeak to you this time, and that time: They worry'd me 
with Anz Bullen and King Henry VIII. but J faid to the Priefls, be- 

liev'd they were miſtaken, it was their Religion that was a new one, 
and not mine, for I never read that Jeſus Chriſi's Apoſtles ſaid the 


£1ais, and had ſuch Ceremonies as they had, I bid them thake the | 
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Duſt off their Feet, as they always ſaid to me they would do; and TI. 
bid them give me a Paſs and ſend me to Erng/and to my dear Mother, 
and at the Day of Judgment, when they came againſt me, then I 
would diſpute all the reſt with them that Diy: But when the Prieſts 
ſaw they could not win upon me by winning Ways and many fine Pro- 
miſes, ther thcy took up other Ways; ſomerimes they would ſay to 
me, the Devil was in me; other times they aid, I was a Fanatick 
like my Mother. Sometimes Prieſt Cone! would ſay to me, He be- 
liev'd I was as god a Roman Catholick in my Heart as he, but he 
did believe I had ſinned ſome great Sin in England, and that I was 


- aſham'd to confeſs, and that hindred me, he b-liev'd, from embracing 


their Religion. There was no provoking Words, but the Prieſts 
ſaid to me at laſt, they worry'd me with my Soul; and I ſaid always, 
my dear Mother, my dear Mother, I muſt go to, her, for I could not 


live without my dear Mother, O how much I lov'd her; I always 


took care what 1 ſpoke. I was often fick with Grief, and the Prieſts 
worry'd me, then I would not ſee them nor ſpeak to them; but one 
day Ann Oglethorpe came to my Bed-fide to give me ſome Victuals, but 
I throw'd her from me, and call'd her Judas for betraying me and 
trepanning me thus into Fance, I kop'd God would call her or hers 
to Juſtice in England for my Blood it I dy'd in France, there was 
Mrs. Hedley, my Friend, and Mrs. Eadde that could tell the laſt time 
they ever {ſaw me, was when ſhe and her Siſter Eleanor fer forward 
for Deal . 

I often quarrell'd with Ann and Eleanor; at laſt, when I faww they 
would not give me. a Paſs, I told them fometimes, The Widow my 
Mother's Cries and mine went up to Heaven againſt them; altnugh 
the Widow my Mother did not know where I was, yet I hop'd dear 
Betty Hedley would write to her. Somedays after Ann Ogietborpe and 
the Prieſts, and the Nuns, conſider'd, that it was too tar for Prisit 
Conel to come twice a Week, and Prieſt More twice 2 Week to we, 
they remov'd me to St. Germains again, on pretence my Pals was 
ready there. | 


Then after I had been in this French Nunnery near St. Clue four 
Months, Ann Oglethorpe came into my Chamber, and ſpoke kindly to 
me, and bid me make haite, your Pais is ready when you are well, 
and you muſt go to St. Ge-meizs ; you cannot blame me for uling 


means to ſave your Soul, my Religion obliges me, for out of the Church 


there's no Salvation. She and I and her Siiter Eleanor often difmured. 
about Religion: They always ſaid to me, it was a Sin for them to 
let me go our of a Chriſtian Country, without ufing means to five 
my Soul; bur I often reproach'd them both with all their falſe Oatts 
and Promiſes they had ſwore to me; befides, I ſaid I was Eze1fh bain, 
tree from E ench Laws, nor was there any Engliſh treated thus. 5 
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Then I was Tent to St. Germains, conducted by Prieſt Cone! and à 
Woman Religious; but inſtead of a Paſs, I was put to lodge at 4 
Stationer's Houſe, where Prieſt Cone! and other Prieſts lodg'd. 
could not ſtir no way but the Woman of the Houſe or her Daughter 
was with me; at laſt the Woman being weary of me, I was remov'd 
to the Dutcheſs of Perth's, by Father Roger, a Jeſuit, he is Queen Ma- 
7y's Confeſſor. I was put to the Lady Perth's, for her to ſpeak to 
Queen Mary for my Paſs; bur King James being lately dead, ſhe 
could not ſpeak yet to the Queen; there was always ſome excuſe. 
At laſt the Queen's Confeſſor and Prieſt Cane told me, I could never 
have a Paſs till I was a Roman Catholick, for it was againſt all Peo- 


ples Conſcience to give or help me to a Paſs. All the time I was 


there I was tormented with the Prieſts; then I fell ſick again of 2 
Fever; then I was remov'd over to the Starioner's again, and there 
perſecuted with Prieſts to perſuade me to the Romiſh Religion. And 
one day, in my great Sickneſs, 1 was taken out of my Bed, and dreſt 
by the Woman of the Houſe, and ſupported by Prieft Cone and 
another, and led into the King's Chappel at Sr. Germazns, near my 
Lodging; and there Prieſt Core! read a Paper, and Father Roger read 
in a Book; after which the ſaid two Prieſts compelFd me to ſet my 
Hand to a Paper. I was return'd, and was put to Bed again, my 
Head was light, for ſometimes People look'd like Giants in my Eyes. 

Then fome time after Prieft Cone! came to me and told me, I had em- 
brac'd their Religion, and I muſt go to Maſs and Confeſſion. His 
Words ſurprizd me; I wept; but before 1 could get away from 


St. Germains, I was forc'd to go to Maſs and Confeſſion, and receive 


their Communion, I Confeſt to Father Roger. | 
After I had been about three Months at St. Germarns, then I was 
ſent Priſoner to Paris, by Father Roger's Order, the Queen's Confeſ- 
for, and Prieſt Cone/, on pretence to have a Paſs $ but when I came 
there, I was confin'd Priſoner in another Frexch Nunnery, calPd, The 
Convent of the new Catbolicks, in the Street of St. Ann in Paris. Some 
time after came Ann and Eleanor Oglethorpe to the Grates to ſee me, 
and wiſh'd me much Joy of my Religion; and ſaid, they had brought 
me to France on purpoſe to ſave my Soul, was I not glad of it? They 
both writ and defir'd the Nuns, when I was well inſtructed, to carry 
me to the Archbiſhop of Paris, to be Confirm'd ; but I not conform- 
ing my ſelf to all their Ceremonies, I was ſent to a Place where they 
put all Proteſtants that are obſtinate, and will not change, or comply 
with their Ceremonies when they are made Roman Catholicks. I 
was put in a Cellar, and dieted with brown Bread and Water for five 
Weeks and four Days ; I was full of Lice and Bugs; I had no Chair 
nor Table; it was an carthen Floor, and my Bed was on that Floor, 


and full of Rags and Lice; I had no Place to reſt my weary Bones. 


One 
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One Father Mirſy, my Confeſſor, an Iriſh Prieſt, ſent me the Bible, 
and a Letter to bid me take all my Pains in patience, and he bid 


me read every day the eighth Chapter of the Romans; I often took 


the Bible, and open'd it, and proſtrated and pleaded with my God; 
that they could not tell me my God was aſleep, or in a Journey, as 


the Gods of Baal was. Look down Lord, there is the Teſtimony 


of thy Promiſes to me; Lord, I read in this Bible, that thou haſt 
© promis'd to hear the Cries of the Widow and Fatherleſs, and all 


© them that truſt in thee; O God took down and hear the Cries of 


me and the Widow my dear Mother, that knows not where or in 
* what Country I am, dead or living. Pity my Groans, my God, 


and deliver me, and ſend me home to England, to my tender af- 


flicted Mother and Siſter. Lord, all is poſſible to thee. Lord, I 


do not read in this Bible that thou objects againſt me; thou knew- 


eſt, Lord, before I was born, that would be a great Sinner, O my 


God, deliver me out of this Priſon, and the Claws of my Enemies; 
© I will cry loud and without ceafing. Lord, thou bidſt me knock 


* and it ſhall be open'd, and ask and I ſhall have. But at laſt my 


Head grew light, and I was remov'd in my Sickneſs back again to 


the new Catholick Nunnery, by the Order of the Archbiſhop of 


Paris. 8 


I was about three Months before J recovered my Health again; 


after which Ann Og/etborpe writ a Letter ro me, and one in French to 


the Mother Nun; I do not know what was in the Letter, but as 1 


was told ſome time after, that all the Nuns did laugh ar it; bur i: 


was in my Letter, to make haſte and come along with that Woman 


to Poy/y, to her and her Siſter, and they would pay me the Money 


that they had borrow'd of me in England; and then they would ſend : 


me to St. Germains, to one Mrs. Booth, a Captain's Wife, that was 


that the ſaid Mrs. Booth had ten Pounds for my Journey to Han- 


going to her Husband in Flanders, as it was writ in my Letter; and 


ders and my Paſs; and from Flanders the ſaid Mrs. Booth was to fend - 


me to Holland for England, as Ann Oglethorpe had writ to me in this

Letter; as I remember it was not dated, but it was the 13th or 14th 


day of November, 1702, 


The Mother Nun ſent another Nun with me and the VWomar, 


do deliver me ſafe at Poy/z, into the Hands of Ann and Elranor Ogle- 
tborpe ;, the Nuns Name was Madam Pur/y. We took Coach for 
Poy/ſy, and there dun Oglethorpe told me, the had ohtaind a Paſs for 


me at laſt, which. was ro be by the way of Handers, with one Ma- 
dam Booth, who had ten Pour dx for my Journey ro Hind, at the 


ſame time Ann Og/etborpe'paid me the Money ſhe had borrow'd of 


me in Egg land, but not that of my Friends, and ſhe gave me a Fi- 


ſtole over, which was in all that ſhe paid me four Eigoles; ſhe mu 
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led a little Bill out of her Boſom, and bid me fign it with haſte, for 
the Coach was going to St. Germaine, and Mrs. Booth might be gone 
if did not make haſte; I ſign'd the little Bill, bur I did not read 
what was in it. She {id only how ſhe had paid me my Money ſhe 
578851 of me in Enz/and; then I took Leave of them with great 
OY. 

The Nun and the Woman conduQted me to St. Germains z they 
give Mrs. Booth a Letter; ſhe ſmil'd, and ſaid, ſhe had neither Paſs . 
nor Money, nor never heard of any ſuch things. Then Father Roger 7 
and Pricft Cone! ſent me back the third time to the Convent of the 
new Cariolicks in Paris; but I wept and begg'd often to have my 
Liberty to go and ſeek my Bread in the Streets of Paris as well as 
could, bur all was refus'd me; I always was kept Priſoner, as they 
aid, for my Soul. Before I was made a Roman Catholick I was to 
have all Liberty, and was to have a Paſs and go to England; but when 
I was one I was kept Priſoner, for fear if I had my Liberty in Pari, 
then I would go amongſt the Proteſtant Ladies, and hen my Soul J. 
would be doubly damn'd. And when I ask'd a Paſs to go to England, 
to fave the Soul of my dear Mother, as I pretended, the Prieſts ſaid. J 
to me, we muſt have a long time to prove you a good Roman Catho- 0 

lick; and ſtay this Opportunity and that, as Cone“ and other Prieſts 

ſaid. Then Aun Oglethorpe came to ſee me at the Grates again, and 
ſaid, it was not her fault that hinder'd me, for ſhe had order'd ſuch 
and ſuch things; but it was Prieſt Conel s, and Roger the Queen's di 
Confeſſor that hinder'd me to go to Exgland; for truly ſhe did want 
to go her ſelf to England, her Father was dead; and ſhe ſeem'd to 
ſpeak againſt Queen Mary, ſaying, For all her Father had done for by 
2 James, yet Queen Mary had refus'd her a Paſs for England, and 1

at the ſame time this Fudas, Ann Oglethorpe, had a Paſs, and parted 
three Days after for Exgland, as I was told two Years after, when I 
was remov'd into another Nunnery. There was no humble nor com- 
plaiſant Ways I did not uſe, to intreat An Oglethorpe not to go to 
England and leave me behind her. Wnen ſhe. came to the Grates to 
Jee me, ſhe ſaid, ſhe, and I, and her Siſter Eleanor, ſhould all three 
go to England together when the Wars was done, for ſhe could not 
get a Paſs ſooner. I wept bitterly, and begg'd of her not to go to 
Exgland without me, and I would ſay all ſhe pleasd when I came 
there; ſhe promis d me never to go without me, but this Jadas cheat- 
ed me this once more, and would not pity my Tears, as I did not know- 
Go. on ay Years after, but, as I judg'd, they were both gone to EE zy- 
ard. 5 85 - 
After I had been about three Years in this Convent of new Ca- 
tholicks, there came in a Swiſer-Woman, that ſold all forts of little 
Merchant Goods; ſhe bought at one place, and fold at another; 


and 
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and ſometimes her Husband went back to Stoiſſerland to buy more, 


and bring to France : But ſhe being ſick about Two Leagues from Pa- 
rig, her Husband went to ſome Place to ſell his Goods, and left her 
Sick, as ſhe told me; and the Lady of the Mannor there ſent her in a 
Coach to the new Catholicks where I was, and the Lady paid for her 
Board till her Husband came. 


I had my Liberty ſometimes to walk up and down in the Nunnery, 


when | was good, as they call'd it, that I went to Confeſſion, and took 


their Communion ; but at other times I was lock'd up in my Cham- 
ber, and ftarv'd for Bread and Fire for Three Days together, and ſome- 
times for Two Days together: This was often done; for then the Priefts 
egan to ſay I muſt bea Nun, and if 1 was a good Roman Catholick 
I would often confeſs, and take th: Sacrament, and be made a Nun; 
and that I muſt put out of my Head all thoſe Temprations to go to Eng- 
land; but I faid I won! go io ive my Mother's Soul. I often inqui- 
red what was become ct che © wo Oglethorpes, but no Body would tell 
me. © | 
J continued ſeeing this dear Swifſer Woman, as often as I could, for 
I found her a Proteſtant; ber Name is Eſtianna Rofir ;, ſhe promiſed 
me to get me ſom Letters ſen to England by Swiſſerl/and, or ſome 
other way, when er Husband came; for their was ſeveral Stoiſſer OF 
ficers and Sobldiers of her Acquaintance in Paris. Some time after ſhe 


told ine that he was come, and ask'd the Nuns for her at the Grates, 


and that ſhe expected her Liberty. 
But before ſhe was at Liberty, about Fifteen Days before Whitſunday, 


1705. on a Friday in the Evening, when we were all in the Work- 
Room, after the Nun had done reading to us, the Bell rung at Seven 


a Clock for us to go down to Supper, and at the 'Stair-foot the Nun- 


Porter came to me, and bid me come to the Parlour ; I thought it had 
been Prieſt More, that did come to the Grates twice a Week to inſtrutt . 
me; but I was ſurpriz' d when I ſaw Mr. Omon, who asked me if I knew 


him again, he was the King of France's Exempt, all the Grates were 
opened, and there was a Coach ſtood with about 13 or 14 Arm'd Men; 


I cried out I was a good Roman Catholick; tother fide of the Coach 


was Cloſe ſhut up. Mr. Omon took me up, and put me in the Coach; x 


Haid 1 was Exgliſb born, free from French Laws; beſides, the King 
of France was good, God bleſs his Majeſty, I knew he did not know any 


thing of my being treated thus, for he did never treat Strangers thus, 
But Mr. Omen ſaid, Mr. D*:Arganſon and the Arch-biſhop knew well what 
they did; he bid me be contented, for fear it might be worſe with me. 
He carried me to a Nunnery call'd the St. Shoman, in St. Dinen-ſtreſt, 
where 1 was cloſe ſhut up in my Chamber for ſome Days. The next 


Day there came a Nun from the other Nunnery, to bid me be content- 
> ed, for fear it would be — me; for ſhe ſaid, the Court at St. 
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 Germains, and the Prieft had given Orders that I ſhould be put in the 


Exgliſp Nunnery ; there I would have been worſer, but they begg'd 
of Mr. D' Arganſon not to put me there, But 1 ſaid, why did they 


Frighten me again thus? Could they not have brought me themſelves ? 


She ſaid it muſt be, and I knew it was not their Fault. Some time 


after I ask'd of Madam Nun to go abroad, as I faw others; but the 


laid they were not brought in Priſoners as I was; did I not ſee two or 


three more that were made Priſoners that did not go abroad alone? 1 
faid they were French, and I was Engliſh born, free from French Laws; 


f laid ir was not their Fault. I faid I often went to Church with the 
Nuns of the other Nunnery on ſuch Holidays; ſhe iaid 1 ſhould go 
abroad with her ſometimes, to ſee ſuch Saints in ſuch Churches; 


and if I would be good 1 ſhould have Liberty to walk in the Gar- 


dens, and go about the Nunnery: But the Prieſts always worry'd me 
to be a Nun, and ſo did the Nuns; I never ſaw any Body in the Par- 
lour but Prieſts, nor receiv'd any Letters but from Prieſts, but one or cr 


two from ſome Papiſt ; the Nuns always open'd the Letters, and if 


they thought fit they gave me them. | 
Then one Day the Bell rung for me to go down to the Parlour; but 
I was ſurpriz d to ſee the dear Swifſer Woman; who told me ſhe was 
eome from my Confeſſor, who defir'd me to prepare for Confeſſion, and 
ſuch and ſuch Things; he had ſent me that Book, and ſeveral Nuns in 
ſuch a Nunnery made their Complements to me, and defir'd me to do 
that Piece of Work I had of theirs as ſoon as I could. I ask'd the 
Nun leave to let me carry this Swifſer VVoman into the Garden, to 
ſhew it was better than the other Nunnery-Garden; they gave me 
leave. Then I begg'd of her to go to find out the Ambaſſador of Den- 
mark, and intreat his Miniſter to ſpeak to her Excellence, the Lady Am- 
baſſadreſs, humbly to intreat, for the Proteſtant Religion's Sake, and 
for England's Sake, to pity a poor diſtreſſed Girl, that had been be- 
tray'd into France, and ſhut up Prifoner for Four Years and Two 
Months, and could not get One Letter paſs to England, nor hear from 
my dear Mother and Siſter. But Mr. Shrudetur, the Daniſh Ambaſſa- 
dor's Chaplain, that liv'd in Paris, refus'd at firſt , but at laſt he pro- 
mis'd my dear Swiſſer VVoman to ſend my Letters to England, 
Then 1 ſaw this dear Swifer VVoman often, and I put Letters down 
her Back, and other Places about her, and all the Letters that the 
Prieſts had ſent me and others. Mr. Shrudetur aſſur'd her they were 
fate ſent to England. I writ to no Body but to my deat Mother. I do 
not know to where my Letters went, but he ſaid to ſuch and ſuch a 
Nobleman in England. This dear VVoman would often bring Things 
to fell in the Nuunery, or knit Gloves or Stockings cheap for any, but 
the gave them to others to do, and made believe the did them herſelf,

for them in the new Catholicks and other Places; for in the War. 
time when the King of France wanted Money, took care of all the 
Proteſtants Souls; and he took from the Rich Proteſtant Priſoners to 
pay for the poor Froteſtant Priſoners, like me as they ſaid; I know 
not, but I had rather had my Liberty, for I have ſuffer'd much, ſtar- 
ved often; and they always faid the Devil was in me, when I did not 
Confeſs often, and take the Sacrament : Sometimes I was well treat- 
ed, ſometimes I was very ill treated, all this was done for the good 
of my Soul; 1 ſuppoſe they were as well paid for treating me ill, as 
when they treated me well. As for the Roman Catholick Ladies, 
they were at all times treated well, but the Proteſtant Ladies were 
not, becauſe they would not hear what the Prieſt had to lay to them. 


I have ſeen them ſtarv'd to Death in their Sickneſs, and carried out 


of the Convent, call'd the New Catholicks, with little Life, to be for- 
ced Catholicks ; and their Friends could never tell whether they were 


Dead or Living, or could have their Eſtates. I drank but Water, and 


never had any Fire in my Chamber. I was promiſed all, if I would be 


Religious, and be made a Nun; for ſometimes they faid, I muſt ne- 


ver go to England; and at other times the Prieſts would ſay, Wher you 
have taken the Sacrament ſuch a time, we will get you a Paſs to go to 
Convert your Mother. Many Frowns and Slights I have ſuffer d, and ma- 
ny a hoogry Belly, and ſtarv'd for Fire. Oh! What 1 have ſuffer'd 
for Seven Years in France. Oh England! Wilt thou not pity me, a 
poor Girl, and do me Juftice againſt Anne and Eleanor Oglethorpe, who 
are the Cauſe of all my Sufferings, that the Papiſts may not do the like 
again. O pity me poor Girl, but bred and born a Gentlewoman , 


the Griet for me hath made my tender Mother take Fits; my Sifter 
_ faith, ſhe thinks my Mother will never recover her Health again. 


All Scotland hath heard of my Sufferings in France by the Oglethorpes, 
trapanning me. I do believe 1 had been poiſon'd in France, if it had 
nor been that Mrs. Eadds and Hedley were Witneſſes that I went to ſer 
the Two Og/ethorpes to Deal; and the Prieſt always thought, when ! 


vas made, or forcd a Nun, then they could make me Write, or $ga a 


Paper, That I came by Conſent (in Caſe the Oglethorpes ſhould be in 
danger) into England at any time for me; for Father Corel, an Iriſh 
Prie(t, . and many others, and Father Roger, rhe: Queen's Confeſſor, 


were all my great Enemies, and great Friends to the Two Og/ethorpes.

Madam Roſſr, my dear Swiſſer Woman, came ſometimes to ſee me; 
and ſhe ſaid, That the Miniſter ſaid all my Letters were ſafe arriv'd 
in England, but no Anſwer came yet. Then after I had been about 
Six or Seven Months in this laſt Nunnery ef St. Shonan, there came an 
Engliſh Young Man to ask for me; but when the Nuns ſaw he ſpoke 
Enęliſb to me, they would not let him ſpeak to me; he ſaid he could 
not ſpeak much French. The Young Man went and told the DoQor, 
his Maſter, call'd Thomas W:itheny, an Engithh Prieſt, born in Durham, 
near Newcaſtle, he is call'd in Paris, The Famous Engliſb Preacher, he 
eomes and goes oſten to Erg/aud, he puts Prieſts in Northumberland at 
Noblemens Houſes, Roman Catholicks ; he is now Head Superior in 

the Monaſtery in Paris, the Eng/i/h Miſſionaries, or the Engliſh 
- . Preeſts, in the Street of Marſeilles, near the Rue de Poſt. This Popiſh 
Preacher, call'd Dr. Witheny, came to the St. Shonan the next Day, 
and ask'd me if I was a good Roman Catholick ? I faid | was; he 
ask d the Nuns what was the meaning of all this? Itwmuſt not be ſo, 
that Thirty Thouſand Roman Catholicks in Eng/and be in Danger for 
One poor Gitl; for he had gor a Letter from one Madam Delaval in 
Netocaſtle- upon- Tyne, that lives in the High Market, (I know her well, 
fhe is a Papiſt) he ſaid Madam De/aval had writ to know the Truth, for 
the Roman Catholicks were ſcandaliz d to hear ſuch and ſich Things; 
For my Mother's Cries were all over Newcaſtle, that the Papiſts had 
ſtole away her Child, and carry'd her to France, and forc'd her Child 
to be a Papiſt, and were forcing her to be a Nun; and in the Streets 
every Body was telling, that the Papiſts had forc'd a5v2y Fanny Shaftoe to 
be a Papiſt. Dr. Vitheny told me, it being but 10 Days before Chriſtmas, 
1706. that Queen Mary was gone to the Nunnery; he could not go to 
trouble her Majeſty for a Paſs for me till after New-Tears-Day, then he © 
would go to St. Germains, to ask ber Majeſty for One himſelf, but in Y 
the mean time he would write to Madam De/aval to chear up my Mo- | 
ther's Spirits. But I was told ſecretly by a Friend, that Madam Nun 
had told the Doctor they pity'd my Tears and Cries ſo much, that 
they had been at the Archbiſhop's and Mr. D' Arganſon's for a Paſs for 
me, or to give me my Liberty in the Streets. I often askd them, but 
they bid her ſend to Queen Mary for that, which they did, and defi- v 
red M. L' Abbey de Ruh, Queen Mary's great Friend, to go to St. Ger-. 
mains, on purpoſe to ask her Majeſty for a Paſs, to ſend me to Eng- 
land, but her Majeſty refus'd him one, and Madam Nun told the 
Door that all the Roman Cathotick Ladies, that were Boarders, | 
fpoke to her, and ſaid, It was a Shame to keep the Engliſh Priſonen 
thus; there muſt be ſome reaſon for it, for they never heard of a $ 
Engliſh Gentlewomen treated thus. I do remember about a Mont 
betore the Doctor came to ſee me, I was call'd, the 14th Day of No. 
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f vember, to ſpeak to Mother Madam Nun, and Monſ. L' Abbey de Ruky A 
there; he writ down my Name, and faid he would go next Tueſday 


on Purpoſe; God willing, to St. Germans, to ſpeak to her Majeſty for 
a Paſs for me. He ask'd me if I was a good Roman Catholick, why I 
had not of ſo many Months taken the Sacrament? I faid, my dear 
Mother's Groans for me diſturb'd me ſo much, that 1 could not reſt 


Night nor Day; but I would be a good Roman Catholick if they would 
ſend me to my dear Mother and Siſter. I ſuppoſe M. L' Abbey de Ra 


did go to St. Germaine, but he never would give me an Anſwer. One 
Day when I ſaw him in the Nunnery, I ask'd him, but he ſaid it was 
dangerous for Women to go in War. time; and fo always excus d it: 
At lat, always when I ſaw him I worry'd him ſo, that he ſaid I muſt 
be contented without a Paſs, for God would have it ſo for the Good 
of my Soul; I might turn Proteſtant in England, as he believ'd I 
would, Madam Mother Nun bid me write to the Queen's Confeſlor 


for a Paſs; I ſaid I had humbly writ to him, but he bid me ſtay till a 


better Opportunity, it was dangerous in War time; but I faid the 
Oglethorpes had a Paſs, and all they would, Money enough, as I did 
hear whiſperd amongſt the Nuns and Boarders. Then Magyn Mo» 
ther Nun bid me write humbly to her Majeſty Queen Mary tor a Paſs, 


and bid me write as a Petition, with my own Hand ; I faid I had writ . 


twice, there was the Copies, to ſhow how I had humoly intrea ted her 
Excellent Majefty for a Paſs, but bad no Anſwer; and I had writ ve- 
ry often to her Majeſty's Confeſſor, he being my Counfeſſor at firſt; 
but he anſwer'd but the firſt of my Letters, to tell me, It was dange- 
rows to go to England in War-time, &c. I always took Care how I 
writ whilſt I was in France. Then Dr. Witheny writ mea Letter, Four 
Days before Chr:/tmas-Day; the Contents of which Letter was, as Ido 
remember, as follows. ;

Stianna Roffir, Wife of Anthony Roffir, of Suiſſerland, Merchant, 
E maketh Oath, that ſhe, this Deponent, being Sick at Noz/y le 
Grand, Four Leagues from Paris, and the Lady of the Manor 

not knowing that this Deponent was a Proteſtant, ſent her to Paris 
into a French Nunnery, call'd the New Catholics; in St. Anne-ſtreer, 
for to be look'd after; and this Deponent was plac'd by the Nuns, 
in the Infirmery of the ſaid Convent; which was about Two Years 
and Eight Months, laſt Chriſtmas paſt ; and the ſaid Infirmery was 
vern d by one of the Nuns, calld Madam Carille: And as the 
uns and Boarders have the Liberty to vifit the Sick, among them 
came one Mrs. Frances Shaftoe, and Engliſh Woman, another Depo- 
nent, who could ſpeak French enough to be underſtood ; and told 
this Deponent, with a very melancholy Tone, That ſhe*had been be- 
tray'd into France from Exg/and, by Two Gentlewomen, who were 
Friends to King James; and it was becauſe the ſaid Gentlewomen 
had reveal'd ro her ſeveral things relating to the Birth of the Pre- 
tended Prince of Wales; and that the Father and Mother of the ſaid 
Two Gentlewomen did, from time to time, Diſguiſe themſelves and 
go into France, and return back into England.

the Nuns nam'd Nadam Channu, having occaſion to go out, took 
along with her this Deponent ; and the ſaid Madam Channu told this 
Deponent that Mrs. Shaf/oe had been taken away by the King's Or- 
der; and that ſhe was her ſelf in the Coach with the ſaid Mrs, Shaf- 
toe, when ſhe was carry'd into another Nunnery in St. Dinen- Street, 
call'd the Chaumont Convent; and that the ſaid Mrs. Shaftoe had made 
many Outcries all ne Way. And this Depodent faith, That being 
alrogether at Liberty, ſhe went to the ſaid Convent of St. Cheaumont, 


for to ſee Mrs, Shaſtoe, but ſhe was told that it was the King and 
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the Archbiſhop's Order that no Perſon ſhould come in 10 ſpeak to

Mrs. Shaftoe. Another time, this Deponent pretending that ſhe + 
had been one of the chiefeſt Inſtruments of the Eonverſion of the ſaid + 
Mrs. Shoftoe ; then this Deponent was very kindly- admitted in, and 
was intreated by the ſaid Nuns to perſwade the ſaid Mrs. Shaftoe to 
make her ſelf a Nun, ſeeing ſhe could never expect to come to Eg 
land, and that this Deponent ſhould have a large Gratification if ſhe 
could compaſs it; and this Deponent did promiſe to the ſaid Nuns 
to do what ſhe could; whereby this Deponent came to have a Fami- 
liar Diſcourſe and Converſation. with the ſaid Mrs. SHaftoe, who did 
miſs no Opportunity to flip ſome Letters in her Back, or other Places 
about this Deponent; not only ſuch Letters as Mrs. Shaftoe could 
write, but alſo ſuch Letters as ſhe-receiv'd from Prieſts, or other Per- 
ſons. And this D-ponent ſaith that the ſaid Mrs. Shafroe did deli-- - 
ver to her a Letter, being a Woman's Hand, Sign'd by a great O, and 
the Name Barkley; and the ſaid Mrs. Shaftoc did acquaint this Depo- - 
nent that the ſaid Letter was from Eleanor Oglethorpe, who did go by 
the Name of Harley; and the faid Letter, and ſeveral others, this 
Deponent did deliver them all to Mr. Shrudetur, Chaplain to the Da- 
niſb Ambaſſador then in Paris, who did tranſmit the ſame inte Holland, 
in the Daniſh Ambaſſidor's Packet; and the ſaid Mr. Shrudetur did 
from time to time aſſure this Deponent that all the Letters were 


dibly inform'd that the ſaid Nobleman had receiv'd the ſame. And : 


Madam Bloude, and Madam Courtamas, told this Deponet, That one 
Mr. Whitney, an Engliſh Papiſt, Pred icator and Superior of the Eng- 
liſb Miſſionaries in Paris, had been with the ſaid Mrs. Shafzoe, and had 
told her, Fhat ſhe never was to expeQ any Paſs for Exgland, and that 
ſhe might remain contented, having been himſelf at St Germains to 
et one, but could not obtain it.

but Mrs. Shaſtoe was call'd at a Diſtance; and about an Hour after 
this Deponent went into the next Yard, or Court, and found Mrs. 
Sheſtoe ſurrounded by ſeveral Nuns, and the ſaid Gentlewoman was 
gone, and this Deponent heard the ſaid Nuns tell Mrs. Sbaſtoe that ſhe 
was not a Chriſtian, and had no Charity, to have efus'd to Sign ſuch a 
Paper as Madam Barrley defir'd of her, that ſhe was not fit to receive 
the Communion at Eaſter; to which Mis. Shafroe did anſwer, = 
| | then, 
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then, I ſhall not receive it; but, reply'd the Nuns, You ſhall be Excom- 
municated, and if you die, you ſhall not be bury'd in-Bleſjed Ground: To 
which Mrs. Shaftoe anſwer d, Burn me if you will, 1 fear now nothing; 
my dear Mot her knows where I am, and that I was forc'd to turn my Reli- 
gion. And this Deponent ſaith, That being deſirous to know the 
Converſation which had paſs'd between the ſaid Mrs. Bartley. and 
Mrs, Sbaftoe, Madam Bloude and Madam Couriman, Two other Nuns, 
who were preſent at the Converfation, faid to this Deponent, . That 
the ſaid Mis, Bartley had made many Reproaches to the ſaid Mrs; 
Shaſtoe, for having writ ſeveral Lettets to England, whereby her Si- 
ſter was confin d a Prifoner in England; that the ſaid Mrs. Bartley ha- 

had deſir d Mrs. Shafroe to eaſe her Siſter, the ſaid Mrs, Bartiey ha- 
ung offer d to the ſaid Mrs. Shafzoe to yeild up to the faid Mrs. 
Sbaſtoe all the Eſtates and Pretences ſhe had in Exgland, or to bring 
her to the King at Verſailles, and ſhe would get a large Penſion for 


her, if the ſaid Mrs. Shaftoc would Sign a Writing, purporting, That 


the ſaid Mrs. Frances Shaftoe came voluntarily from Englaud in France, 
and Freely, and without Force or Violence, chang'd her Religion 
but that the ſaid Mrs. Shafroe had refusd and deny'd ſeveral times 
what was propos'd and otferd to her. And this Deponent faith, 
That in the mean time ſhe and the ſaid Mr. Shrudezur, the Chaplain, 
daily ſought how and which Way the ſaid Mrs. Shafzoe could make her 
Eſcape, and be ſecur'd out of the Kingdom; but that could not be 
executed, until Fourteen Months after the ſaid Mrs. Shafzoe had been 
in the ſaid laſt Nunnery of St. Cheaumont. At laſt, by the great Pro- 
vidence of God, a Calaſh and Man's Cloaths' being prepar'd, this 
Deponent did venture all the Severities of the French Laws on that 
Behalf, and got Mrs. Shafzoe out of the Nunnery ; and by this Depo- 
nent's great Friends, Officers, Suiſſers in Paris, obtain'd a Paſs, and in 
Four Days time the ſaid Mrs. Shafroe got out of the Dominions of 
„ into Sui ſſerland, and this Deponent did follow another Way 
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A TOrthumbrie . Theſe are to certifie all whom this ſhall or 
may concern, That Mrs. Frances Shaftoe, now of London, Daugh- 
ter of Mr. Thomas Shaftoe, Merchant in Nerwcaſtle-upon-Tyne, deceas'd, 
did, about the ſpace of Eighreen Years, live in the ſaid Town of 
Newcaſtle, and County of Northumberland, where ſhe behav'd her ſelf 
Diſcreetly, Modeſtly and Honeſtly, her ſaid Father having a confi- 
derable Eftate in Newcaſtle aforeſaid, and deſcended from a very Good 
and Ancient Family in the ſaid County of Northumberland, and Educa- 
ted the faid Frances his Daughter, in a Civil ſand Vertuous manner, 
as Witneſs our Hands, being ſeveral of her Majeſties Juſtices of rhe 
Peace for the ſaid County of Northumberland, this Seventeenth Day 
of April, and in the Sixth Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lady 
Queen Anne, over England, Kc. Annoq; Dom. 1707.
